Such weather condi- 


tions also lighten the cares of the farmer who 
does not devote his entire attention to turkeys, 
and who usually has BO many other responsibili- 
ties that he Is mighty glad when tho turkeys can 
shift for themselves—to stiy nothing of tho bene- 
fit to his pocketbook. 
These farmers and poul- 


try raisers, k may be added, are about the only 
ciasse:-! In our national community who never 
need give a thought to a bird for the home table 
on Thanksgiving. 
There Is always some sort of 


a turkey for the gathering round tbe festive board 
at the homestead. We may digress for a moment, 
too, to ndd that In late years there has come a 
great change in sentiment on the part of many 
of tho farmers as to the Thanksgiving turkeys 
for their own tables. 
In days gone by there 


was often a disposition to regard almost any old 
gobbler as nufflclcnt for the home folks. All the 
choice birds were sent to market, because they 
would bring the best prices, and the farmer and 
his household not infrequently had to put up 
with tho leavings, as It were. 
Latterly, howerer, 


aa greater prosperity has come lo so many of 
tho farmers there la a growing disposition to re- 
gard the best us none too good for tho kings of 
tho soli, and this applies to turkeys as to every- 
thing else. 
Consequently It is usual for 
tho 


progressive farmer to retain one of ais tenderest 
birds for the kith arid kin that break bread with 
him on Thanksgiving, and not Infrequently the 
chosen bird has been singled out from the others 
long in advance and is specially fattened In ac- 
cordance with the tastes of tho family. 


There has been much discussion on the part of 


the public in recent years regardiug the compara- 
tive .scarcity of small turkeys—that is six to eight 
pound birds—in the Thanksgiving market. There 
Is no difficulty In Ilxing the respor.slbiftty for this 
disappearance of tho small turke>s. 
It is due to 


the growing tendency among tuikey raisers to 
devote their best efforts to the "bronze" variety 
ot fowl—the largest variety of the bird. 
The 


lure of the American love of bigness has mado 
Itself felt ia the turkey realm, and the 30 to 36 
pound birds which have attracted so much atten- 
tion at fashionable hotels ant! on t-nnquet boards 
havo come to be regarded as the vnost desirable 
specimens of that fowl, which becomes for one 
day each year our national bird. 


It must be admitted, however, that the bronze 


variety of turkey not only holds the post of honor 
because of its size and its rich plumage hut-also, 
in tho estimation of many epicures, because of Its 
flavor as well. There Is no doubt that the size of 
the bronze variety—-its standard weight ranges 
from 16 to 36 pounds—is to be attributed to the. 
fact that the birds of this family originated from 
a cross between the wild and the tamp turkey. 
For that matter, the wild turkey of North Amer- 
ica was the ancestor of all our present-day do- 
mestic turkeys, but the "crosses" which havo 
been made In tbe case of the bronze variety have 
been particularly fortunate in Inducing mammoth 
size. However, one of the officials of the depart- 
ment of agriculture recently declared that the 
bronzo turkey had been developed too much in 
the direction of size, and if he can. convert tbe 
turkey raisers to his way of thinking we may 
see some years hence an era of smaller bronze 
turkeys of even finer Savor than those regarding 
which such enthusiasm has been manifested by 
lovers of the good things of life. 


Of course the vaunted bronze variety is not the 


whole thing in turkeydom. for there are six other 
standard varieties, the branches of the family In 
addition to the bronze, being, the Narragansett. 
the buff, the slate, the white, and the black. 
Many people who think that we have been en- 
joying pretty appetizing turkey from time out of 
mind may bo surprised to learn that the prestige 
ot the turkey as an article of food was seriously 
threatened a few years ago through carelessness 
and lack of foresight in breeding methods. 
Not 


much was said about it, except in the poultry 
papers and at the conventions of poultry raisers, 
but the menace was sufficient to arouse the more 
progressive turkey raisers, with the result' that 
they mended their ways, put a ban on Inbreed- 
ing and went In for the purebred or standard- 
bred turkey, with the welcome outcome that rich, 
new, vigorous blood made its Influence felt in 
infusing strength and vigor in turkey Socks all 
over the country. 


In the case of growers who have had the bene- 


fit of enough experience to qualify them for the 
work, turkey raising is, under favorable condi- 
tions, a highly profitable occupation. 
No other 


kind of live stock wll return so large a profit to 
the successful producer as will poultry, and tur- 


keys do not bring two or eren three times the 
eight cents that Uncle Sam's expert has set down 
as a figure that will yield a profit- 
Of course, 


the farmer who can sell his turkeys direct to 
housewives can get from 25 cents per pound up— 
according to the state of the market and the 
quality of the fowl—but even the growers who 
market through commission merchants, as most 
of them do. oujjdt to net from 16 to 20 cents per 
pound, providing the sales agent Is not allowed 
to pocket more than his share of the sales price. 
Of course, for the grower to net 20 or 24 cunts a 
pound, it is necessary to have the choice, special- 
ly fattened turkeys that bring top-notch prices 
in the markets catering to the wealthy class In 
the large cities. 


Recent years have witnessed a change in the 


methods of shipping turkeys to market. 
Many 


fowl are yet hauled to town, as In days of o!d. In 
the farmer's wagon, but the largest share of the 
turkeys for city markets are now shipped by ex- 
press. Just at Thanksgiving time when turkeys 
ore coming to market In car-loa,d lots many of 
the birds make tho journey by fast freight, but 
under such conditions a man must te sent along 
with each car load to feed the birds, so that in 
the end it is likely to be just as cheap to send 
the birds by express, the transit .thus being ac- 
complished in a few hours and no feeding en 
route being necessary. To carry out the present- 
day policy of haste in transferring the turkeys 
from the farms to the dinner tables of the folk 
in towns and cities, we find special automobile 
trucks waiting at the railroad stations to receive 
the- crated birds as they are unloaded from the 
cars, and these motors rush the turkeys without 
loss of time to the commission houses, hotels or 
other destinations. 
A few years ago a car load 


. of live turkeys was a shipment of such unusual 
size as to cause comment. 
Xowdays such con- 


signments are handled 
by 
the 
hundreds «t 


Thanksgiving- time, and a car load of live tur- 
keys was. on one occasion, sent from New York 
to San Francisco! the rental of the special car for 
this journey amounting to $70. In Chicago there 
are dealers who receive a dozen car loads of tur- 
keys a day at Thanksgiving time, and as many as 
25.000 birds have been received In that city in 
one day a.t the height of the rush to stock larders 
for Thanksgiving.

The public wants to help the uni- 


versity, but it does not know how to 
tlo it except to give it money, money, 
arid let it have its own way. 
The uiu- 


vcrsitv is the child of the state, a 
bf'-loved child, and a spoiled child. The 
people of the state when they were 
poor ami when the state was new, 
created the university. 
There were 


Ui'-n no alumni to deluge with frantic 
appeals for aid. 
A l u m n i were un- 


iiri-i'ssary, for the university was an 
ideal and a faith in the hearts of the 
people. They saw visions and dreamed 
dr-i'arns. They knew some of the older 
and wealthier states did not have state 
universities. 
Why did the pioneers 


of Wisconsin want one for their very 
own? 
Certainly it must have been 


because they had an exalted opinion 
of the value of higher education in 
ivlation to the general vvelfare. 
They 


inU'lit have said, I/et those who want 
higher education go where tliev please 
and get it and pay for it. 
But they 


did not, and all honor to Ihem that 
they took the unselfish, broadrninded 
v i i - w of so vital a matter. 


IM-OIII that day to this, the state has 


cherished and even pampered the uni- 
versity, 
in the generosity of their 


lu-art.s they preferred toerron the Hide 
of liberality and freedom rather than 
on the other; and that was well. 
It 


would be surprising, however, if under 
such treatment Ihe university did not 
overreach and become a head.strong, 
self-willed child of tho state. 
It would 


be l i t t l e less than a miracle if it did 
not become aggressive and dictatorial, 
the final outcome of which, if carried 
to its logical issue, would be domina- 
tion of the slate by the university, 
the parent by the child. 


That we have been approaching- such 


a condition of things by more rapid 
strides t h a n most people dream of, is 
my 
candid and deliberate opinion. 


That the university may in part be 
unconscious of this trend, I cheerfully 
concede; but that it is wholly so ! can- 
not for a moment believe. Those who 
t h i n k that the university 
wants to 


make the laws ot the state, interpret 
them, and execute them, are no doubt 
extremists, but any one wiio has studied 
t h u trend of things for the past few 
years, must, I believe, see that they 
.ire not so far from the truth an rtt lirat 
blush might appear. 


Tlie intolerance of adverse criticism 


which has been 
manifested 
by the 


university is an unfortunate-symptom 


Directly or indirectly, all who ad 


vcrsely" criticise the university aro put 
to confusion or rout. The result is 
that the public, in the main, is kept 
unenlightened except for the kind of 
news the university wishes to have the 
public read. 
There is naturally a 


growing timidity on the part even of 
regents and members of the legisla- 
ture in opposing anything the univer- 
sity wants, or in advancing anything 
that it distinctly does not want. 
It 


will be 
readily 
understood that in 


general, concrete illustrations must be 
omitted, for the reason that in order to 
be sullicieutty delinite, they must be 
personal. 1 shall venture to give one 
illustration which is recent, and which 
iscomparalively free from the personal 
element. 
At the last meeting of the board of 


regents, the university presented a 
recommendation to the board, asking- 
concurrence in a plan that was already 
consummated except for the approval 
of the board of regents, to the effect 
that certain civil service positions in 
some of the commissions at the capital 
be turned for the current year, into 
paid fellowships for university stu- 
dents, the university to make the se- 
lection. 
I think it is safe to say that 


no member of the board was entirely 
satisfied with the proposition. 
Objec- 


tion was raised that we were thus 
side-stepping the civil service 
com- 


mission, and furthermore, that some 
of the students were to be brought in 
from outside the state. 
But the board 


was told that the civil service 
com- 


mission had given its consent, and 
that tin- commissions had approved of 
the plan, and the students had been 
selected, and that nothing remained 
but for the board to express its ap- 
proval, and the board did. 
No news- 


paper in the state so far as I am 
aware, ever mentioned this action as a 
news item. Perhaps it was not worth 
mentioning, and perhaps it was a wise 
procedure, but it should be noted that 
a policy of rather wide-reaching signi- 
ficance', as it appears to me, was thus 
quietly initiated, and as no adverse 
criticism resulted, it will probably be 
followed up more vigorously another 
year. 


T am further informed that because 


the board of reg'ents raised some ob- 
jection to the 
plan, the university 


now wishes the rule changed so as to 
side-step the regents, and have these 
fellowships filled directly without sub- 
mitting- the matter to the board. Note 
that this builds up the graduate school 
through furnishing half time employ- 
ti»nt at SfjOO a year for graduate 
stu- 


dents. 
Note that the . civil service 


commission has agreed. Note that the 
board has agreed under protest. Note 
that another link of the eha.i» between 
the capitol and 
the university js 


welded. Not only the camel's head 
but a good share of his body is iu the 
tent. It may all be the wisest possible 
thing. If the people want it, let them 
liave it, but they ought to know about 


If the people of the state want a 


iniversity-s.tate . instead 
of a state 


university, they 
can get it witnout 


lying-awake nig-hts planning how to 
bring it about.

portmanteaus 
containing a

pocket where ho has hidden a docu- 
ment which ia indispensable for re- 
covering -iaid sum of money. 
As a 


raward for Mr. Schroodor's services 
iu the matter ho is to receive one- 
third of the money, or $100,000. 


Mr. Scliroeder is to cable his reply 


to a friend of the banker's, as he, 
tho bunker himself, cnuuot receive 
his reply while in jail. 


The newspaper clipping that accom- 


panies the letter 
gives a detailed 


account of the arrest of a Russian 
banker and of his embezzlement. 
It 


also tells of two of his poituianteaus 
being soixed when he was arrested 
and that notwithstanding

that they were searched, nothing of 
importance was found in them, altho 
the officers of the law feel secu.ro that 
the banker has a large amount of 
mouey concealed somewhere.

Beer to be Higher. 


—The advance in the price of beer, 


which St. Louis brewers have had in 
contemplation since breweries in New 
York and Chicago raised the prio« of 
keg beer 50 cents a barrel, will In- 
clude bottled beer, according to the 
latest information on the local situa- 
tion. 
That the advance is certain to 


come is the belief of nearly every 
brewery owner in St. Louis. 
They 


wanted to make it several weeks ago, 
bnt no one brewery was willing to 
take tho lead and run the risk of los- 
ing 
some 
trade 
to a competitor. 


Since then the prices of barley and 
hops have gone higher, and the cost 
of a barrel of beer is greater now than 
ever. 
Milwaukee breweries have ad- 


vanced beer ,50 cents a barrel, anil 
other Wisconsin breweries have fol- 
lowed suit. 


The contemplated a Jvance in bottled 


beer is 10 cents, or 10 cents a case. 
Standard bottled beer now sells in St. 
Louis to tho saloons for 
UO cents a 


case of 24 pints 
or 
twelve quart 


bottles. 
One brand sells for $1 a case. 


Any raise in bottled beer will be at 
the expense of the saloon owner, who 
will have 110 chance to make it up off 
the 
customer ' unless the saloons 


should raise the price of a pint of 
bottled beer to 15 cents, which is 
scarcely possible. 
The price is now 


10 cents. 
Ou draught bear the saloon 


mau can hold his own by giving 
shorter measure. 
" SVa realize that a raise will be 


hard ou the saloon keeper," 
aaid 


Henry Nicolaus, president of the St. 
Louis Brewing Association, yesterday, 
"but the brewers can not help them- 
selves. 
A mouth ago I talked over 


tho situation with our directors, and 
some of them opposed making any 
advance at that time. 
They wanted 


tn wait for further 
results. 
The 


results came today in the 
October 


reports from tlio ten brewing plants 
we operate. 
All of them except one 


or two actually 
lost money last 


mouth. 


"Good beer can not be made at the 


present price we are getting for it, 
when malt costs what it does now. 
We would rather raise the price than 
cheapen the beer, because poor Deer 
would give our reputation a blow 
that it would be hard to recover from. 
One thing tliat has held back action 
in St. Louis is that the brewers hero 
are shyer of the law than those in 
Chicago or Milwaukee. . They do not 
want to act iu concert for fear they 
might be accused of forming a com- 
bination, or being -a trust. 
Look for 


tho advance bv one or more concerns 
at any time." 


Barley is now J1.27 a bushel, or 


almost double what it was last year 
at this time. 
Imported 
hopa are 


quoted at !)5 cents to SI. 05 a pound. 
New York hops at 50 to G5 cents, and 
Pacific Coast hops at 40 to 50 oenta. 
Last year domestic hops were selling 
at 23 cents a pound and they got as 
low as 15 cents last January.—Cham- 
pion of Fair Play. 


Mot only are the brewers in large 


cities raising thoir prices, but those 
in the smaller towns are preparing 
to do tho same, as the price of raw 
materials have gone up to such an 
extent during the past year that they 
are unable to operate at the present 
prices and livo.
